Declaratory  Resolution  No.  58: 

Revived  Board  0f  public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port  Wqyne, 

Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  extend  and 
open  POtJRTH  street  in  the  city  of  Port  W gyne,  Allen  Counter  and 
state  of  Indiana  from  the  east  property  line  of  North  Calhoun 
street  to  the  west  property  line  of  North  Clinton  street.  Said 
extension  and  opening  to  have  a width  of  50  feet  to  be  made  by 
condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a strip  of  land 
described  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a point  on  the  east  line  of  North  CaL hour  street 

50  feet  east  of  the  northeast  comer  of  lot  No.  142  Northside 

Addition  to  the  city  of  Port  W^ne,  Allen  County, Indiana,  thence 

east  on  the  south  line  of  FOURTH  street  as  laid  out  in  the  said 

Northside  Addition  produced  east,  to  the  west  line  of  Clinton 

street;  thence  north  fifty  (50)  feet  on  the  west  line  of  Clinton
